much money you might have, you re- 
ceived merely-a living ration and could 
only buy your week's supply once a 
week. 
In fact in Liverpool the food 
shops were only opened twice a week. 
We were allowed a quarter of a pound 
of sugar a week for e.ach person, two 
ounces of 
butter and 14 ounces of 
meat for the same period. It was all 
furnished on a ration card that you 
had to take to the shop when you 
made your purchases. 


"During the whole four years we 
had no sy-rup and the bread was made 
of some substance, I never could de- 
termine what It was, but It was taste- 
less and coarse and dark in 
color. 
Even now, with the armistice signed 
tile food ration is still in force so you 
see that this cry that America must 
feed Kurope, really includes Engrlajid 
as well as the lands the Huns actually 
invaded and ruined.

Service is a groat institution working 
quietly but effectively with compara- 
tively little publicity as compared 
with the average city or state health 
department. 
Indeed, about all the 
actual public health activity one can 
discern in some health departments 
is what the. health officers say about 
it in the papers. 
John Early, who contracted leprosy 
in the Philippine Islands several years 
ago, will be remembered by newspa- 
per readers as the victim'of .shame- 
ful panic which seized several state 
and federal health .authorities about 
ten years ago. 
He was the unfortu- 
nate who was shipped about . from 
place to place in a box car like a wild 
beast, jug't because the several respon- 
sible health authorities 
wished 
to 
avoid the responsibility of caring for 
tho man. 
Early was finally provided for and 
kept under quarantine in the city of 
Washington. 
A few weeks ago he 
escaped and went to. the home of his 
parents in North Carolina. The health 
officer of the- village immediately 
quarantined the Early home and tel- 
egraphed to the North Carolina state 
board of health for'instructions. The 
state board instructed him to retain 
Early in quarantine'(meaning isola- 
tion) pending action by the United 
States public health 
service.

see, the game of shuttlecock begins 
promptly. 
The North Carolina state board of 
health issur.d a'bulletin to the press. 
Sept. 25, 1918« referring to this in- 
cident, and stating that 
leprosy is, 
"very feebly contagious, not nearly so

sound teaching, according to physi- 
cians -who have studied leprosy. From 
an ordinary health department one "V "throat. 


would not expect a great deal. 
tho North Carolina state health 
partment is not an ordinary one; it is 
one of the most progressive and effi- 
cient departments of health 
in 
the 
country. 
Therefore it is a shock to 
find the North Carolina health au- 
thorities insisting on quarantine of a 
disease which is not nearly so conta- 
gious as tuberculosis, yet not insist- 
ing upon a quarantine of tuberculo- 
sis itself. We can draw but one con- 
clusion. The panic has not yet ceased 
in North Carolina. 
John Early has been abused enough 
by our health authorities. He is but 
out of many victinis of weird and un- 
reasonable health policies.
